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The Infermationaturo (Bureau of Informision) of the Mecklenturs State Covern- 
rent is direetly responsible to the executive office of the wminister-president. 
The head of the Bureax is one Rerieruncadirekter Koliwite (SED), a former con- 
centration canp inmate ani a Comrmuniet of lang standing. Personnel nay os hired 
only with the epproval of the minister prasident, In Saptenber 1947 the Bureau 
employed from twenty-five to thirty wifieials, two of uhon were wonen. Five of 
the officials belonged to the CDU, while the rest wera SED members, The per 
seanel turnover rete is vory high and it is axpeeted that the CDU members will 
gradually be eased out. 


The Informationablro ia divided into two sections: Control and Informtion. 
The Control Section is managed by Horr Herzog, a CDU member, thile the Infr- 
mation Section is the preserve of one Wulf, an SED member and a personal friend 
of Kollwite. 


It ia the function of the Informationsbire to supervise the proper exscubion 
of the laws, orders, and directives of the State of Meckloniurg., This involves 
the lnapection of rovernment offices for tha maintenance of proper standenia of | 
administrative efficiency, for the unveiling of corrupt practices, and for the 
coordination of the Aivarsa furations of the vartone powermment agencies. The 
infornationsbire alao worts to maupe the atate of rubliec opinion concerning 
VAcious issugs the porularity of viieh the ninteter-prestdent wishes to deter- 
ming. The Bureau's work in the field is carried out by twenty-one offices on 
the Kreis level. The field representatives maintain their establishments in 
the ofMices of the local Kreis anthorities and tranarit their reports directly 
to Kolivits in Sehuerin, 


Rapieruncsdirektor Kollwite is the first te see ali reports fron the field. 
Further disseninatdon, either within the Informations or to the portinent 
ministries, is entirely at Kolbvfits's dieeretion. He is thus in a position te 
Suppress embarraseing information, Reports Kellwitz seee fit to disseminate 
are passed on to the subsections of the Bureau for yrocessing and are then sent 
te Dornberg, the funetionary in the Planning Section of the ninistor=presidert's 
office who sees to their further diatribution, Kollwitz, a member of the Meck- 
lenburr SED Central Committes, sees to it that the SED headquarters receives 
regular reports. He also has direct contact with the S‘A. 
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Members of the FED auxiitery organizetions—FDGB, V 
Volkesolidartatat-~aspist the Krois officers in the collection of in- 
formation which nipht demags the reputations or official positions of 
CDU or LDP adherents who are in the civil service. The covert plans 


and activities of the oppesitien parties are primary targets of the 
Bureau’s informante. 
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
